REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

of manufacturing an organic molecular device comprising particular steps of electrode 
formation, sacrificial layer formation having particular material, size and shape, photo- 
etching a portion of the sacrificial layer, polymer pattern forming, and comprising 
forming the upper electrode so as to have an air-bridge configuration and to surround 
upper and side surfaces of the lower electrode, sacrificial layer removal, and adsorbing 
of conductive organic molecules between the upper and lower electrodes are not 
disclosed in the prior art.
